Increasing interest is being sho wn in the 
pro blem o f re-integ rating serv ice men into civ il­ 
ian life after the war. The church’s respo nsibility 
in this pro blem is especially impo rtant, since many 
o f tho se who return will face mo ral difficulties and 
temptatio ns that may serio usly affect their future. 
One o f the church’s ro les will be to seek 
o ut the men in need o f adv ice and help in build­ 
ing a new life in the co mmunity . Many will be 
disco urag ed by difficulties in securing wo rk; 
o thers may be burdened by psy cho lo g ical stresses 
that call fo r patient and understanding treatment. 
All will need to kno w that the church is a friend 
anx io us and willing to help. 
It will be well fo r mo thers and wiv es, espe­ 
cially , to realize that the so n o r husband who 
co mes back fro m the rig o rs and dang ers o f war 
may hav e underg o ne a chang e in perso nality that 
calls fo r wise and sy mpathetic understanding . 
Men who hav e g ro wn accusto med to the tempo 
o f military life may g ro w restless and disco ntented 
in the humdrum ro utine o f civ ilian life; may at 
times be mo ro se and irritable may dev elo p mo o ds 
o f g lo o my intro spectio n. 
Such reactio ns are neither unusual no r ab­ 
no rmal. They were co mmo n amo ng so ldiers after 
the last war. They are merely the acco mpani­ 
ments o f effo rts to find a new place in life, to pick 
up the threads o f the past, to g rapple with new 
respo nsibilities. 
They sho uld cause neither sur­ 
prise no r undue co ncern. All that is really neces­ 
sary is to make the so ldier realize that he is actu­ 
ally ho me ag ain; and that ho me means a future 
brig ht with ho pe and pro mise.
